AMBULANCES KEPT BUSY. 


Cases of Fainting and Exhaustion Numer- 
ous-Workmen Hurt by a Fall. 
Change of water and air, coupled with un- 
usual excitement, sometimes overcomes 
World's Fair visitors who neglect themselves 
in their exertions to see as much as possible 
in a short space of time. Although the calls 
were not more numerous than on one or two 
revious occasions the ambulances had a busy 
ime of it yesterday rushing about the 
grounds picking up exhausted and fainting 
persons. At S o’clock last evening the fecord 
at the Emergency Hospital showed that 
twenty runs had been made, but during the 
day 130 old and new cases had been treated. 
None of them, however, were of a serious 
character. Benjamin McCartney and two 
other workmen fell from a scaffold in Agri- 
culture Building, and McCartney sustained 
injuries on his h at were of such nature 
as to necessitate sending him to St. Luke’s 
‘Hospital. H. C. Wilson, one of the Michigan 
cadets, succumbed to an attack of malaria 
and was also sent to the hospital. There were 
half a dozen cases of exhaustion, one of heart 
failure, two eontusions of the right leg, one 
ease of acute indigestion, seven or eight vic- 
tims of fainting speils, three or four of colic, 
and a workman of the name of 
Emerson, employed in the Manufact- 
ures Building — a varicose’ vein. 
Wednesday the ambulances had twenty-six 
calls, mostly for exhausted tients. The 
Superintendent of the Ambulance Service 
said last night that his drivers were having 
considerable difficulty every day keeping their 
teams from running over people, and he re- 
gretted that some plan could not be devised 
to inform visitors t it was necessary to get 
out of the way ofan ambulance. Calls have 
to be answered — and for that reason 
fast driving is eagential,

could not boast Teutonic origin hadn’t much 


right in that immense crowd. If they hap- 
pened. to hail from Indiana, Arkansas, or 
Texas they were entitled to some regognition, 
but nativity in one of these three States was 
the only valid excuse visitors could offer for 
not swearing allegiance to der vaterland.“ 

Hans and Gretchen, in their holiday attire, 
and followed in most cases by perfect step 
ladders and small flaxen-haired young persons, 
took posseasion of the avénues, buildings, and 
all the seats they could find, Wherever a ban- 
ner waved,a bugle sounded, or achime of 
bells rang out, the people crowded, bent on 
making the most of the great German holiday.

White gloved gtards who 
had put their best manners on early in the 
morning together with the before mentioned 
article of apparel were obliged to lay them 
aside before they had spent many hours in 
managi the. crowds, Everybody was so 
filled with holiday spirit that obedience to 
orders was regarded as altogether gut of the 
question, and men, women, and children 
broke through the lines which they. tried to 
keep with refreshing disregard o conse- 
quences, 4 the time the procession arrived 
in front of the German Building all the space 
about it was so closely packed with people 
that late comers who were entitled bo special 
privileges in the matter of seats on either 
of the stands were obliged to fight for them 
energetically. As the exercises proceeded, 
however, the crowds melted away to find 
amusement in other portions of the grounds. 

How the People Got Home. ; 

Thanks to an order issued by Horace Tuck- 
er, the vast crowd which thronged the grounds 
had no difficulty in leaving the Fair. Aware 
that the turnstiles would be inadeg#ate to af- 
ford egress to the mass of people who would 
leave immediately after the fireworks, Mr. 
Tucker 22 that at 9:30 o’ehock every 
wagon gate should be thrown open and the 
people allowed to passthrough.

FIRST EXCURSION TRAINS ARRIVE. 
Terminal Station at Jackson Park Receives 
Several Hundred Passengefs. 

The attractions of German day had the 
gratifying effect of starting the excursion 
train traffic to Jackson Park. The immense 
array of stub tracks at the west of the termi- 
nal station has appeared up to the present 
time to be almost useless, the only trains ar- 
riving on them being seyen daily trains from 
city points and a stub train from Rock Island 
Junction with passengers from the west-bound 
Baltimore and Ohio trains. 

But no one has doubted that the fime was 
coming. when this vast terminal system would 
be taxed to the utmost to accommedate the 
excursion trains that would be run o the Ex- 
position, and yesterday marked the beginning 
of this movement. At exactly 9:10 
a. m. the first excursion train: of the 
season arrived over the Michigan Central, 
from Michigan City, Ind., and rolled in on 
track 51, with four coaches contai&ing 158 
passengers. The conductor was Charles Bas- 
tedo and the engineer James Healian. The 
public was not aware that it was coming, but 
the railroad officials turned out and gave it a 
warm welcome, 

The other excursion trains that arrfved dur- 
ing the day were two over the Lake Shore, 
one from Hillsdale, Mich., with 668 passen- 
gers, which arrived at 10 a. m. and seturned 
at 10:15 p. m., and one from Butler, Ind., 
with 518 passengers, which arrived at 10:45 
a.m. and returned at 10:05 p. m. It is ex- 
pected that now, the ice being broken, the ex- 
cursion trains will come in with a rush. 


HOW THE PEOPLE GOT TO THE FAIR. 


All Transportation Lines Have All the 
Business They Can Care For. 

Every method of transportation leading to 
Jackson Park was crowded to the limit yester- 
day. The Illinois Central—express amd subur- 
ban truins—the L., the two ‘cable lines, and 
the two steamship companies, all had as much 
business as they could handle. The early 
morning crowd, consisting of those who left 
down-town before the parade began, filled 
every train on the Alley L.“ At 10 o'clock 
the turnstiles leading into the grounds from 
the L station had registered 17,000 paid 
admissions, and as the employés who use 
passes comme in greater numbers at that hour 
than any other, it was estimated that there 
were 7,000 registered on the pass turnstile up 
to that hour. This beat all records, and is 
likely to stand for some time for morning 
crowds.

TRIAL TRIP OF THE FERRIS WHEEL. 


It Moves Slowly but There Is No Mishap— 
Toasts Are Drank, 

All Chicago, all the white architectural 
beauties of the World's Fair, stretched them- 
selves out in panoramic array before seventy- 
five individuals why went round ‘the circle 
on the trial trip of the Ferris wheel yester- 
day afternoon, The party occupied two cars, 
one being given over to men entirely and the 
other tothe venturesome women who made 
the trip.

She wus the ‘of G. W. G. Perris, 
the inventor. builder af the wheel, 
and was not afraid to.show to the world that 
she had full faith in her husband's pet project. 
She gave the command for the engineer, who 
stood with hand on throttle ready to send the 
carriage away to the sky. Cars next to each 
other were selected for the primary voyage. 
Newspaper men filled the one; inyited guests, 
including the women, the other. 

The wheel turned toward the wést with the 
cars swaying in the air. The wheel moved 
slowly. First it lifted its car above the high- 
est of the débris surrounding the Ferris wheel 
structure. It seemed as if 100,000 gazed in 
trembling and anticipation of something 
awfulfrom the earth below. The stream of 
humanity along the Midway ceased its move- 
ment and gazed at the monster wheel. The 
wheel continued to revolve, and the invited 
occupants of the cars saw the broad Midway 
become a narrow thoroughfare, As the wheel 
moved it gave evidence of heavy labor of the 
machinery engaged in the work of its 
‘direction. There was a chud,” chud in 
its motion that increased the fear of nervous 
passengers who sail on a steamboat for the 
first time. The endless chain operating the 
machine was doing its work uneasily and un- 
evenly, and Mr. Rice, the foreman of the con- 
struction, looked anxiously out of the car in 
which he rode. 

Then there came an easy undulating motion 
to the cars, people forgot to think of the pos- 
sible danger attached to their first trip, and 
began to endeavor to distinguish the strange 
music in the street below, and to 
gaze on the watching crowds. 
Some of the people who were taking the ride 
in the wheel had been off the earth before. 
They had been up in the airship from the cap- 
tive balloon park and had enjoyed the grece- 
ful flight. But sailing on the Ferris wheel 
was quite a different matter. It hada move- 
mentallitsown. The flight around the Ferris 
wheel, while it only involves the devouring of 
something less than 15000 feet of 
space, consumes twenty minutes of 
time, passengers wondered when they would 
get up to the top and then when they would 
get down. But everybody forgot the experi- 
ment and the uncertainty of the adventure in 
which they were engaged in the delight of the 
novel experience. hey minded not that 
wings blew to and fro the cars in which they 
rode, that a world of people stood beneath 
and looked for nothing but a’ disastrous end- 
ing to the maiden effort of the most wonder- 
ful vehicle of transportation in the whole of 
the eat World’s Fair. Indeed, there was not

more harm than he can atone for. He is try- 
ing to induce his associates to do something 
which would be used to discredit the Fair 
abroad. If sucha rule shall be adopted out- 
side unfriendly papers will assert that what- 
ever figures of attendance are officially ” 
given out ure padded,” and that this device 


has been resorted to for the same reason that 


theater managers paper their houses—to cre- 
ate the impression that u good business is 
being done when such is not the case. 

Nothing more unbusinesslike or suicidal 
could be conceived. No Chicago paper will 
lend itself to such a scheme. Tue Trisunz 
will not print figures Which tell nothing. It 
will not assist in persuading the public that 
deadheads have paid. It will print only fig- 
ures which tell the truth, and if it cannot get 
them from day to day it will get them finally, 
for this policy of huggermuggery and mystery 
cannot be carried on forever. > 

Nor have the directors any right to suppress 
statistics which tell the people daily how 
many are paying to go into the Fair. The peo- 
ple of Chicago are entitled to the fullest in- 
formation because the Exposition is a great 
public enterprise in which they are stockhold- 
ets. They have invested five millions through 
the municipality. The success of the Fair is 
a matter of financial concern as well as of 
local pride to them. They are anxious to 
know what the daily paid attendance is and 
what the receipts are. If that attendance does 
not grow as they think it should they have a 
right to call on the directors for an explana- 
tion. Do the latter seriously think that the 
stockholders, public and private, will consent 
to wait to the end of the Fair to get informa- 
tion which was furnished daily when fairs 
were held in other cities? 

If the attendance here had been unexpect- 
edly small it would be easy to understand 
why the directors might wish to hide the fact. 
But there has been nothing to be ashamed of 
on that score. There were 691,000 visitors 
last week, or 114,000 more than diiring the 
preceding one, There is nothing discreditable 
in that. As the attendance jis increasing thus, 
why cease printing favorable genuine figures 
which encourage all who take an interest in 
the Fair, and replace them by others which 
its enemies will claim are padded, while 
its friends will not have the evidence with 
whigh to disprove the assertion? 

If this improper, Secretive policy is adopt- 
ed, and Chicagoans are not told just how 
many go into the Expositkn free, many of 
them will be apt to infer ‘that the number is 
larger than is actually the case, and much 
larger than it should be. It is possible that 
the suggestion that an order be made which 
will hide the number of passes was due to the 
fact that the papers have been stating that the 
percentage of free admissions was too great. 
If that is the case, it would be better to cut 
down the number of passes instead of hiding 
it. If there is no undue liberality in passes, 
then there can be no reason for not telling 
how many there are of them. The directors 
should give daily the number of people who 
pay to go in, of those who are admitted on 
passes as exhibiters, or their assistants, or Fair 
employés or workmen, and, finally, how many 
go in free who may be classified as deadheads. 
Information to which the poople are entitled 
will help, not harm, the Fair. 


THE OBSTINATE WESTERN ROADS. 

A week ago the Eastern and Southeastern 
railways, either because they are managed by 
men who know their business and see that the 
way to make much money is to stimulate 
travel by reducing rates, or because they take 
a real interest in the Exposition and wish that 
it should have the largest possible number of 
visitors, announced that they would run ex- 
cursion traing charging one fare for the round 
trip. They have begun domgso. The special 
trains they run are made up of day coaches 
with no sleepers or dining cars, but the ac- 
commodations are better than the best that 
any one could get before the war, and they 
satisfy the people perfectly. These cheap 
fare trains will bring to the Exposition those 
people of small means on whose presence its 
success depends, For as with newspapers, 
dry goods and grocery stores, so with World’s 
Fairs—the loss of the eustom of millionaires 
signifies nothing while that of the custom of 
the common folks means failure. 

But while these Eastern roads, from which 
less was expected, have granted the one fare 
for the round trip, the Western roads, from 
which much was expected because they are so 
closely identified with this city, have failed to 
show that they take any interest in the Expo- 
sition. Instead of reducing rates the more 
active managers are engaged in whipping into 
the traces those of their number who seem to 
have some regard for their own welfare and 
that of the Exposition. Are the efforts of the 
exclusionists to be successful and the people 
of moderate means who live to the west of 
this city to be kept away by railroad man- 
agers who care nothing for the people nor for 
the true interests of the roads they work for? 

It was stated recently that several of the 
roads, both East and West, were desirous of 
running cheap excursion trains, and were 
only waiting for some pressure to be ‘brought 
to bear upon them on the part of the World's 
Fair managers to give them an excuse for do- 
ing it.“ The Eastern roads have decided in a 
body to do so. It may ha vo been because of 
pressure by the World’s Fair managers. If 
so, the same pressure ought to produce some 
effect on the Western roads. 

The probabilities are, however, that the 
Eastern lines were not influenced by any 
pressure,“ but by their own common sense. 
The truth is, that committee of the World's 
Fair Directory which bas charge of transporta- 
tion matters, and which it was expected would 
reason and remonstrate with the roads and in- 
duce them to give low and reasonable rates, 
was unfortunately made up so far as that last 
part of its duty was concerned. It is com- 
posed of railroad officials, all of whom are 
wedded to the policy of high rates. It was 
not to be expected that they, holding the opin- 
ions they do, could bring any real pressure to 
bear on roads to reduce rates. Their hearts 
would not be in it. If they made ‘any efforts 
they would be perfunctory ones. 

It would be better therefore for the directors 
to try to bring pressure to bear on the roads 
through other and more zealous agents, not 
leaving the matter to persons who think the 
roads ought not to yield. There are on the 
directory business-men who have made their 
fortunes . by pursuing a policy just the reverse 
of that of the Western lines. These are the 
men who be assigned to the duty of 
i roads to terms and securing for 
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They ought to be stirred up, 0 

rectors should select for that

German day was in every sense a gala day 
in the city and at the Fair grounds. The 
German celebrants could not haye asked for 
more delightful. weather, and apparently the 
last man, woman, and child of that nationality 
in the city turned out to witness the imposing 
pageantry of the parade through the business 


‘section, and then thousands of them went to 


the park by boat and rail to aspist in the ex- 
ercises in front of the German house, It was 
literally Deutschland über Alles,” since 
for one day at least Germany had 
possession of the city and) dominated 
the Fair grounds. The red, white, and black 
was everywhere prominent, and the Wacht 
am Rhein” asserted itself resonantly her- 
ever u German band appeared, and seemingly 
there were German bands everywhere from 
the beach drive to the Midway Plaisance. 
Lusty voices of men, women, and children on 
the singers’ stand and of singing societies 
picturesquely placed with their flags and ban- 
ners gave emphasis and resonance to the na- 
tional melody, and the good natured crowd, 
densely packed in the vicinity of the hause, 
helped swell the volume | of s#und. 
The speakers were vociferously welcomed and 
as vociferously applauded, though their words 
could not have been heard fifty feet away. It 
was an all day and nearly all night celebra- 
tion, running over with national enthusiasm, 
and participated in by tens of thousands, 
representing not only singing societies by the 
score, turnvereins, labor organizations, and 
soldiers’ unions, but the universal German 
people of Chicago. It is well. 
that the Germans never have been satis- 
fied with their display at the Cen- 
tennial, and that at the Paris Exposition 
national animosities prevented them from 
making a fitting exhibit. No ond can assert 
that they have not made an overwhelming 
and gorgeous exhibit in this Exposition, or 
that they have not installed it with consum- 
mate skill and the highest degree: of artistic 
taste. This fact of itself must have added to 
their enthusiasm and aroused a degree of pop- 
ular pride which naturally was to be expect- 
ed. The German people have every reason 
to be proud of their representation at the Fair 
and to congratulate themselves upon the suc- 
cess of German day. 

There were other events at the Fair yester- 
day of special significance, particularly the 
official opening of the Indiana house, which 
was attended by a multitude of jubilant 
Hoosiers, and at which ex-Presidént Harrison 
made one of his characteristic and happy 
little speeches. Arkansas and Nebraska also 
enjoyed a successful opening of their houses. 
These events were conciuded noon and 
| celebration. 
There must have been one on in the 
minds. of many who participated in 
it. On the same day that the (Germans of 
the Fatherland, Centrists, Conservatives, Pro- 
gressists, Socialists, Anti-Semitists, National 
Liberals, and a dozen other factions were 
struggling at the polls to decide the question 
whether the burdens of military ‘expenditure 
should be still further increased and the em- 
pire should menace the nations of Europe 
with the dark shadows of coming war, on that 
same day the German-Americans of Chicago, 
though loyal to all the associations of the 
Fatherland and preserving the home feeling, 
were celebrating the peace, prosperity, and 
freedom of the great republic of which they 
are such stanch and devoted citizens, and its 
progress, both industrial and | artistic, in 
which they have played so important a part. 
They are therefore most heartily to be con- 
gratulated upon the success of the German 
day, which will take its place in the history 
of the Fair as one of its most brilliant feat- 
ures.

BUYING SILVER WITH GOLD, 

In a recent interview with an American 
Press reporter President Cleveland said that 
the country is paying out gold in the parchase 
of silver bullion. If any reader of Tue Tars- 
ung has doubts in regard to this he may re- 
fer to a later statement by Secretary Carlisle 
that for the year ending with last May the 
coin Treasury notes issued for the purthase of 
silver bullion amounted to $49,961,184, and 
that for the same period the amount of such 
notes redeemed in gold was $47,786,173. 
Thus, all the silver bullion purctiased,during 
that time was paid for in gold, except , 216, 
011, or about 4½ per cent, while the bullion 
itself is stored in the vaults of the Treasury, 
and can neither be sold nor used for the pay- 
ment of any kind of obligation. 

It is easy to understand the prodess of this 
conversion, The government buys each 
month 4,500,000 ounces of silver. It pays 
therefor paper Treasury notes, the price 
amounting to about $3,750,000 per month at 
the present Market rate, and holds the silver as 
hominally worth nearly $6,000,000. Then it 
redeems those Treasury notes in coln—namely : 
in gold or sliver, at the option of the holder. 
As the silver dollars in which it stands ready 
to redeem are intrinsically worth but 64 
cents each, and cannot be sold for more than 
that if shipped abroad, no holder of the Treas- 
ury notes ever asks for silver, Always he de- 
mands gold, and so far has obtained ithe gold 
every time. 

As soon as these Treasury notes are issued 


in payment for silver bullion the helders of 


them walk over to the Subtreaguryin New 
Tork and draw the gold for them, or deposit 
them in some bank, which in turn draws the 


gold for them; and 954% per cent of the’ 


Treasury notes issued during the year ending 
with last month were so converted. This is 
what President Cleveland meant when he 
spoke of purchasing silver bullion with 
gold out of the government gold reserve fund. 
Practically, it amounts to just exactly that 
thing, and will so continue as long as the 
stock of Treasury gold holds out, or until the 


government exercises its option of redeeming 


the Treasury notes with silver standard dol- 
lars. ‘ 

Should the government begin to redéem 
with silver dollars the $114,300,000 of 
Treasury notes would fall down in purchasing 
power to the gold value ef the silver ina 
silves dollar, that is to about 6414 cents; and 
the $420,000,000 of silver dollars. and silver 
certificates now in circulation would bear 
them company in the downward slide, This 
tumble must quickly follow the silver dollar 
redemption of the Treasury not¢s. From a 
week toa month would hardly have glapsed 
before the purchasing power of All the silver 
paper, both Treasury notes and silver certifi- 


known 
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ing shrinkage in the value of” the $172,000,- 
000 of national bank notes, because they are 
all redeemable. in “coin,” and that coin 
would be silver dollars if the government 
should set to the banks the exampie of paying 
in silver. Also the $347,000,000 of green 
backs would decline to the common level of 
the silver dollar, as they would no longer be 
redeemed in gold, the government not having 
the $347,000,000 of gold with which to re- 
deem them in that metal. 

In fine, all the currency, hard and soft, 
would be flat on its back on the 64}¢,cent 
basis. The only hard money in circulation 
would be silver standard dollars, worth less 
than two-thirds of a gold dollar. All the gold 
would flow away. The money of the United 
States would then be Mexicanized or Latin- 
Americanized”? with a vengpance, and the 
cranks and knaves who have got in their work 
would be“ happy,“ though the business of the 
Nation would be in convulsions with a terrible 
panic raging throughout the Union. 

We are told by the Tellers, Stewarts, 
Joneses, Blands, et al. that the Sherman act 
shall not be repealed unless they get an 
equivalent of free coinage. If they are strong 
enough in Congress to influence the playing 
out of the game to that conclusion the coun- 
try will speedily be enjoying the 64 cent dol- 
lar without a repeal of the Sherman act. For 
the government is nearing the end of its abil- 
ity under present laws and arrangements to 
continue and maintain gold redemption of 
the silver bullion Treasury notes, and shortly 
it will be forced to rede em them in 64-cent 
dollars unless there be a change of policy 
authorized by Congress. If that point be 
reached it will not make any ‘difference 
whether free coinage or the Sherman act pre- 
vails. The outcome would be exactly the 
same in either case, that including as one of 
its features the voluntary cutting off of more 
than one-third of the purchasing power and 
working value of all the money in circulation. 


Se¥aron Jongs of Arkansas is quoted as 
saying the Sherman law can never be re- 
pealed in the Senate unless some other 
measure looking to the coinage of silver is 
substituted.“ Unless Tun Trisunz is mis- 
taken this is the same Jones who some time 
ago laid down the doctrine that what the 
farmers of Arkansas most needed was cheap 
money, dollars worth only two-thirds of a 
real dollar, so that they could sell their crops 
for these cheap dollars. His idea was that the 
farmers could get 300 of these cheaper dollars 
in exchange for the same amount of produce 
they would have to sell for 200 full value 
dollars, then tender these two-thirds dollars 
to their creditors in full payment of their 
debts, and thereby prosper. In this way he pro- 
posed to make them, in the language of 
Junius, infamous and contented.“ Jones 
is still arguing on the same line of rascality. 
He advocates a two-thirds dollar for that rea- 
son only, as it is impossible to show any other 
possible advantage that could accrue to any 
man by slumping our currency down to the 
64-cent basis or below it. Jones does not 
care a fig how much mischief and misery his 
dishonest scaling scheme would inflict upon 
millions of people, He has no cure for the 
shrinkage of onesthird in the value of the sav- 
ings deposits of the workingmen and women 
of the country that would result from the 
adoption of his nefarious proposal. What he 
is anxious for is that a much smaller percent- 
age of the residents of the United States 
should be empoweréd =~ to retain posses- 


same number of debaséd dollars, worth less 
than two-thirds as much as théy contracted to 
pay. That is the kind of statesmanship 
which dictates the reasanings of Jones of 
Arkansas,’’ and it sufficiently indicates the 
low order of integrity with which he interprets 
the moral code. It is a wonder he can have 
the cheek to pose openly as an advocate of 
such knavery. 


Some time this afternoon the weary, waste- 
ful legislative session at Springfield will come 
to a close and the honest people of the State 
will breathe a sigh of relief. The session 
opened with many promises of retorm. Few 
of those promises have been fulfilled. The 
session, on the contrary, has been prolific of 


the bill providing that a portion of the interest 
on the public funds shall belong to the people 
and be used for public purposes, the bill in- 
creasing the fees of the courts, and one or two 
measures of local bearing the legislation has 
been pernicious. The bill extending the 
terms of County Commissioners, the valued 
policy insurance bill, and several bills in- 
creasing the taxing powers of local boards are 
all capable of being used ‘for vicious purposes. 
Several useful measures, on the other hand, 
have been buried out of sight. Among them 
are the Thiele electric lighting bill, the bill 
limiting the period for horse racing and bet- 
ting, the Nohe bill to discourage crossing 
murders, etc. The Democrats had control of 
both branches of the General Assembly. The 
Governor, the Speaker, and the presiding of- 
ficer of the Senate are Democrats. The party 
could have given effect to gll its platform 
promises and to all the ante-election prom- 
ises of Gov. Altgeld had its leaders in the 
General Assembly so desired. They did not 
so desire. Hence the disgraceful failure. 


Senator Tureie’s excellent bill 6 enable 
cities to extend their electric light plants and 
to furnish electric illumination to cities was 
effectually killed in the House Wednesday. It 
had passed the Senate. It was on the order of 
second reading in the House, Its enemies 
had it sent to the Committee on Municipal 
Corporations. Not content with thatthey had 
it referred to a hostile subcommittee which 
steadily refused to report the measure.

Chicago Evening Journal: For some inscruta- 
ble reason the directors of the World’s Fair have 
decided to suppress information as to the num- 
ber of paid admissions to the Fair each day, and 
have instructed Chief Horace Tucker of the 
Bureau of Admissions to give out in the future 


only the total number of admissions. When 


asked the reason for such action today one of the 
directors said: 

“ Owing to the fact that many Eastern and for- 
eign papers have been making comparisons be- 
tween the Paris and the Chicago Expositions 
which are unfavorable and unjust to the 
latter the members of the local direc- 
tory have decided to suppress the publi- 
cation of the number of paid admissions to 
the grounds day. The only figures 
that are available regarding the attendance at 
the Paris Exposition are those which include all 
sorts of passes, deadheaas, and so on. These 
figures have been either ignorantly or malicious- 
ly compared with the clean-cut paid admissions, 
to the World's Fair, so now, according to the ac- 
tion of the directory, ‘only the total number of 
admissions, including passes, will be given out to 
the public from this time on.” 

The statement that the net figures of paid ad 
missions at Paris are not obtainable is incorreot. 
The Journal has in its possession the statistics of 
paid attendance at Paris and has several times 
used them for purposes of legitimate and help- 
ful comparison.

The action of the Auditor in calling for a 
statement at this time is commended. The 
banks are required by law to publish these 
statements in a newspaper of general circula- 
tion and the showing made has doubtless had 
much to do to allay the feeling of distrust 
among the people and to restore confidence in 
finaneial circles. 

There are twenty-seven State banks in Chi- 
cago, an increase of three since the last re- 
port, which was made April 10,1893. De- 
posits have fallen off nearly $6,000,000 
since the last report, but the proportion of re- 
verse has been maintained. 

The Auditor says the State banks of Illinois 
are in good conditio n und the excellent show- 
ing made by the Chic o banks is an indica- 
tien of the general condition throughout the 
State. There are 125 State banks in [Illinois 
and thus far there has never been a failure.

It Is Due to Bad Management=Chemical 
of Chicago to Resume.

EITHER AN ACCIDENT OR SUICIDE. 


The Coroner’s Jury Is Unable to Say Which. 
Was the Case with Schaffner. 


An inquest was held yesterday morning at 
Jordan’s morgue on the body of Hermann 
Schaffner, the banker. After hearing the tes- 
timony of the different witnesses the Coroner’s 
jury brought in a verdict that Schaffner came 
to his death by drowning, but whether it was 
suicide or accident was not found. The in- 
quest excited great interest be@ause of the 
high position of Mr. Schaffner and the mys- 
tery which surrounded his disappearance for 
several days. 

The first witness was James Rosenthal. He 
said he had known Schaffner fot ten years 
and during that time had met him almost 
daily.

JOHN KRAMPKO ADMITS HE DID IT. 


He Confesses to the Killing of James Kel- 
ly at the Webster Avenue Bridge. 

The mystery surrounding the murder of 
James Kelly, at the Webster avenge bridge, 
Tuesday, has been cleared up, and one man 
has been locked up at the East Chicago Ave- 
nue Station charged with the crime. He is 
John Krampko, No. 1096 North Hoyne ave- 
nue. He has confessed to committing the 
murder, and his written confession is securely 
loeked in Capt. Baer’s desk. Henry Piefka, 
No. 91 Hight street, his brother-in-law, is not 
implicated in the shooting, but was de- 
tained as a witness. The arrest of Krampko is 
the result of work on the part of Capt, 
Baer and Detectives Walbaum, Cullen, 
and Showalter.’ Krampko was employed asa 
brick molder at the Butler brick-yards at 
Graceland avenue and the river. When Capt. 
Baer visited the brick-yard he discovered that 
Krampko had not been at homé for the 
last two nights and that his wife had 
taken his meals to a freight car in 
which he had been staying 
on this information the polite 
ed to arrest Krampko, but caught 
Piefka by mistake. When locked up he ad- 
mitted being a witness to the affair, and said 
that his brother-in-law had fired the shots. 
Krampko was arrested at his house shortly 
afterward, and confessed to the crime. 

Tuesday the three men met on the Webster 
avenue bridge and drank together. They 
then quarreled over the possegsion of a tin 
pail, and Krampko shot Kelly and afterward 
shot Hanton. Kelly died of, his wounds at 
the German Hospital Wednesday.

It has been signed by all the members of the 
committee with the exception of Mr. Bacon,

discussed. The majority exonerates Maj. 
McClaughry from all blame, but criticises 
the late Commissioners for giving some con- 
tracts to Brainerd & Co. and Selz, Schwab & 
Co. The majority does not give Brainerd 
credit for work. he has done, either on the 
schoolhouses or the ditch, with convict help, but 
says the prices he obtained from the State 
were excessive without making the proper 


reductions for the help of the men whose 


labor comes under his contract. As respects 
the last contract made: with Selz, Schwab & 
Co., the fact is, while the bid of Watson & 
Co. wasa trifle higher than that of Selz, 
Schwab & Co.,the Commissioners, with the co- 
operation and advice of Maj. McClaughry, ad- 
vised the letting of thé contract to the lower 
firm, to Selz, Schwab & Co., as the most ad- 
vantageous thing that could be done for the 
interests of the State.

Mr. Brainerd, however, was using convict labor 
at about 65 to 75 cents per man per day. There 
appears to have been no written contract what- 
ever by the Commissioners with Mr. Brainerd. 
The man who, Commissioner Jones testifies, was 
superintending and watching the work on behalf 
of the State, testifies that he had no contracts 
specifications, or profiles evér given or submitted 
to him, and that he was nat superintending the 
work. From the evidence we find a $15,000 coh- 
tract given to a favored contractor, who had not 
bid for the work, without 4 superintendent for 
the State, without a contract to bind the con- 
tractor, with no profiles or specifications; the 
work is acce by the Commissioners when 
they are notified of its completion, without a 
recommendation or sBprorel of any one who had 
watched or knew anything about what was to be 
done on behalf of the State.

Doctrine of Charitable Trusts. 


James L. High then commenced an ex- 
haustive argument on the lines laid down for 
him and went extensively into the doctrine of 
charitable trusts, maintaining that this was a 
trust for charity and consequently within the 
purview of this court. The Chief Justice 
asked him some pertinent questions as to the 
application if the $15,000,000 were in- 
creased, if that would color the whole sub- 
scription still. 

Judge Bunn asked this significant question : 
Allowing that the legal right is perfectly 
clear and that the money was accepted on 
this condition, might it not be the right and 
duty of this court to look into all the inter- 
ests involved and decide accordingly?” 

Mr. High thought not; that they were not 
compelied to ask for anything but a specific 
performance. 

Mr. High pursued his elnborate argument 
and after considerable cross fire of question- 
ing from both Judges Fuller and Bunn the 
case was adjourned until 10 o'clock this

SHIELD DEFENSELESS CHILDREN. 


Work of Societies for Prevention of 
Cruelty to the Young. 

Protective Legislation and Work 
Among Morally Exposed Children in their 
Own Homes were the two subjects for con- 
sideration in Hall 6 yesterday morning. A 
paper on Protection of Neglected and 
Abused Children was read by Frank B. Fay, 
general agent of the Massachusetts Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children. 
In some States there is a more severe law for 
punishing cruelty to animals than to children. 


The employment of children in 
factories is an evil to be remedied. 
There are many matters which 


should become the work of humane societies, 
such as the impfoyément of sanitary laws, 
watching dime museums and cheap shows, 


dancing-houses, gambling-rooms, saloons, 
-and street peddling by children. The school 
laws should be enforced. 

Marquis de Loubat, in discussi the care 


of children in France, said it was advisable to 
place the child where its. natural inclinations 
might be developed to the utmost. The 
system of maternalischools would have sev- 
eral advantages if the head matron would 
make a study of the child, but the perfect 
system has not yet been found.’ 

The Rev. E. J. Dupuy of Paris, France, said 
that children should not be responsible up to 
a certain age. This age in France is 16 
years.

CARE OF CONTAGIOUS DISEASES, 


Advise the Segregation of All Patients 
Afflicted with Infectious Ailments. 

The congress on hospital care of the sick 
and allied subjects mét yesterday morning in 
Hall No. 8. Theattendance was larger than 
was expected and the papers read were among 
the most important of the conferences. Dr. 
John S. Billings presented and gave a compre- 
hensive summary ofa paperon “ Hospitals 
for Infectious Diseases by C. F. M. Pistor, 
Geheimer Medicinal-Rath of Berlin. The sub- 
ject was treated in a detailed way and the ad- 
vantagesof segregating contagious diseases 
were clearly set forth and enforced. This 
paper was followed by an abstract of another 
on Hospitals for Contagious and Infectious 
Diseases by Dr. M. L. Davis of Lancaster.

Miss Lett of St. Luke’s Hospital, Chicago, 
then read a paper on ‘* Nurses’ Homes,“ set- 
ting forth in a strong light the advantages of 
such institutions, both from the standpoint of 
social intercourse and from that of increasing 
efficiency in work by exchange of ideas. The 
views of the speaker were warmly indorsed 
by those present.

JURY SAYS FOX WAS MURDERED. 


Inquest Held Over the Mysterious Killing 
in Eau Claire, Wis. 


EAv CLA, Wis., June 15.—[Special.}]— 
The jury of inquest today rendered a verdict 
that Melchoir Fox was shot by a person or 
persons unknown. Nothing more was learned 
about the mysterious strangers who wanted to 
go into partnership with Fox in pushing a 
patent car coupler, which he owned and from 
which he hoped to make a great deal of 
money. A thread of interest attaches to these 
strangers, but the only evidence is that they 
were at Mr. Fox’s town house the night be- 
fore the deceased was found dead in the cellar 
of the cottage at the farm and talked with 
Fox about the coupler, and there is no clew to 
their identity.

Two Prisoners in the Penitentiary at Joliet 
Ordered Released=Militia Elections. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., June 15.—[Special.]—

LINE OF MAROE. 


| Germans Turn Out in Foree to See the 
Feature That Marks the Opening of 


the Rear Is y Under Way. 

The parade which yesterday ushered in the 
ceremonies of Germanslay will pass into cur- 
rent traditions as one of the greatest of its 
kind and character. Every German in Chi- 


Chief Marshal Wenter and his aids met 
where the head of the marching-column rested 
on Park row and Michigan avenue, the streets 
were already with spectators, and 
through the approaches to the boulevard 
where the line was forming poured the more 
tardy spectators until the main down town 


suspended. . 

From Park row on Michigan boulevard to 

Washington street north, gayly caparisoned 
troopers and. standard-bearers and gorgeous 
bands mixed with tardy members of marching 
societies poured, and out from the babel of 
contending noises and the blur of color came 
order and beauty. The mounted police, as- 
sisted by Capt. Jenkins and a platoon of offi- 
cers from Harrison Street Station, began to 
clear the streets, and before the bugler of the 
Chief Marshal had sounded the order for the 
First Division to wheel into line the boule- 
vard had been cleared from curb to curb. 

Already every vantage point along the line 
of march had been taken up, and good nature 
made brief the long delay in starting. Ger- 
mans with their families and Germans who 
never had a family, Germans who were Amer- 
icans and Americans who were Germans for 
the time, dotted the commons of the Lake- 
Front Park and walled in the statue of Co- 
lumbus in front of the Auditorium. All were 
awaiting patiently the arrival of the pageant, 
with its ingenious floats and bands of pict- 
uresquely-attired musicians. Women and 
children were more than abundant in the 
gathering crowds. 

After the parade was in motion it occupied 
an hour and a half in passing any given point. 
But the timg,se spent seemed short, and so 
well had th he’ whole affair been arranged that 
although 12,000 marchers were in line the 
closeness of the files and columns gave the 
impression of a much smaller number. 

The head of the parade left Park row and 
Michigan avenue at 10;30 o’clock. The so- 
cieties were slow in arriving at the different 
points on the Lake Front set apart for them 
and there was adelay before heavy so- 


r ciety marchers were wheeled into line. le 


waiting for the signal to start the marchers 
reclined on the grass, discussed the German 
election in the atherland, talked with the 
pretty German girls on the floats as they ar- 
rived, and had a general good time, leaving 
the worry and consequent perspiration to the 
marshals and chiefs of the parade. 


Cheers for the Societies. 


Aseach society arrived and took its ap- 
pointed place its a rance was cheered by 
the crowds gathered to watch the start. Mem- 
bers of staffs hurried around on horseback, 
placing companies into line and delivering 
orders from chief to chief. Finally a platoon 
of Chicago’s finest marched down Michi- 
gan avenue, filling the street from curb to 
curb; the German cavalry band from the Fair 
began to play; the guurd of honor fell in be- 
hind ; Gen. Lieb flashed his sword and gave 
the ‘Forward! March!“ order to the first 
division of 2,000 men, and the great German 
parade was on. 

Several G. A. R. societies fell in before 1 
Columbia float, with its thirteen girls,

Before the de moved every street lead- 
ing to the ke-Front between Lake and 
Harrison streets was crowded with men, 
women, and children.

A GOLD-IMPORTING POINT, 


A Dull Set of Produce Marke . , 
Declines Established=—Buyers om For-

on Grain Below the Market-Weather 
Conditions Favorable for Growing Crops 
Receipts of Wheat and Corn but Mod- 
erate - Hog Product Neglected. 

The members of the clearing-houses at New 
York and Philadelphia decided yesterday to is- 
sue clearing-house certificates to banks in need 
of ready money. Such a decision was & rather 
surprising confession of weakness. It wes not 
generally supposed here that New York banks 
were drawn down to a point that would make 
the issuing of clearing-house certificates advisable 
or necessary. Financiers pretty generally agree 
that the plan of issuing clearing-housé certifi- 
cates in a time of abnormal! stringency i# a wise 
one: it has several times before proved an ex 
cellent method of relief. The fact that the 
banks all have sufficient cenfidence in one an- 
other to resort to this plan may be regarded as 
favorable, but it is in the nature of a surprise to 
find that the Eastern situation is so seriofs as to 
make this action necessary. The action in itself is 
undoubtedly wise, but the knowledge that such 
action is necessary is hardly reasuring. Yester- 
day's clearing house aetien was merely the au- 
thorizing of such issues and it will remain to be 
seen by the course of the banks today how 
largely they will take advantage of this #xtraor- 
dinary method of settling balances. The 
opinion is expressed in New York that Western 
cities will have to follow this example. Among 
bankers here such a plan is not looked on with 
favor. Chicago has never yet issued ‘clearing 
house certificates. Although New York gener- 
ally resorts to that plan in times of great stress, 
it is not regarded here as at all probable. that 
Chicago banks will do anything of this kind. In 
the first place the necessity probably does not 
exist here, and further than that it is comsidered 
that it will redound to Chicago's benefit if no 
such action is taken at a time when the Eastern 
centers are forced to adopt it. 


The brightest spot in the situation continues to | 


be the sterling market. There was a material 
decline in sterling rates yesterday.

Interesting Bits of Information Picked Up 
on the Floor of the Exchange. 


Dullness pervaded the markets yesterday and 
the volume of business was below an average, 
prices ruling lower.

Puts on July wheat 
sold at 65%c, up to 654% @65 Ne, and were finally 
quoted at 65%c. Calls soldat 67c early, and 
finaily at 66%c. Puts on July corn sold at 40% 
@40\%c and at 40c, and were late in the after 
noon quoted at 40. with calls at 40, after 
selling as high as 40K @40 %c. 

Estimated receipts for today: Wheat, 44 cars; 
corn, 280 cars; oats, 184 cars; and 18,000 hogs. 

The Indian Territory sent the first car of new 
hay; it graded upland prairie and sold at $11.75 
on track. Last yearthe first carof the season 
came June 16 from Kansas. 

The difference between July and September 
wheat was a little more attractive to carriers 
yesterday. widening to 4%c at the close. Owing 
to the tight money market at Detroit as high as 
3e has been reported paid there to carry wheat 
K 7 one month to another. 

With approximately 65,000 hogs at the yards 
the last two days, averaging good in quality, the 
packers were inclined to sell. The demand was 
slack, however, and the provision crowd would 
take little product at any price, owing to the ab- 
sence of outside business. .
